Pi-eniler Davie's Satisfactory Viait- 
Ooofidence in . the. Gpveriiment . '

Mr. Brydeu Eefutes His Opponent's 
Argnment— A finslness Like 

Addressl',':-' 



Nanaimo, June 18.-^(SpecIal)— Premier 

Davie conoluded a very Batiefaotory vlait 
to this city and district Saturday, and re. 
turned home by this morning' strain. In 
town he found the organization praotically 
perfect and the election of Mr. Jamea Mc- 
Gregor^to alljnte&ts and pnrpo«e», a fore 
gone oouolnsibh'. ' ' ' ' ' ' • ' '' 

His vlait to Cedar distrlot on Friday 
showed clearly tho state of affaira there, 
and on Saturday he went over to Gabriola 
island to attend a meeting of tho farmers 
there. The settlers attended in full force, 
and accorded the Premier a moat hearty 
welcome, Specchea were made by Hon. 
Mr. Davio, Mayor Quonnell, Dr. Walkeni 
and by Tully Boyco and P. Keith. 

The meetini; was unanimously in accord 
with tho present Rovornmont, though there 
waa Qomo slight differoEco of opinion as to 
the choice of a candidate. That matter will 
be suitably arranged at tho approaching 
convention, 

Saturday evening Ralph Smith, tho oppo- 
aition candidate, addressed a largo gathering 
at Wellington. Ho waa accorded a kindly 
hearing,. but his remarks failed to enthuao. 
Mr. John Brydeo, the government candi- 
date, alio spoke.' His reception was ample 
proof of the feeling of tlie electors in North 
Nanaimo. 

Mr. Brydon did not speak long, but in his 
few well choaen remarks ho completely and 
satisfactorily refuted all the arguments pub 
forward by Mr. Smith, and unquestionably 
aatialiod his hearers that, though in the un- 
fortunate position of being a mine manager, 
he was none the less competent to be their 
representative. Mr. Bryden's address to 
the electors waa distributed during the 
evening, and is to the following (H'ect : 

To the Electors of Korlh Nanaimo Dis- 
trict : 

GENTi.EMEtf : — Having ooasented to be 
placed in nomination as a candidate in sup- 
port of tho present government's general 
policy, to rppresont your district in the next 
I'rovinciai Parliament,' I think it is inoum-. 
bent on mo to give eipreaaion to my views, 
on tho moat important interests and require- 
moata of your district, to which, if elected, 
I will urge upon the Government the nocea- 
nity of adopting tho following moaBurea : 

To thoee that uro engaged m agricultural 
pursuits, rottdfl are a noceasity. Tho build- 
ing of the EKiuimult and Nanaimo railway 
to Comox would bring the aettlora along its 
line in close touch with their natural mar- 
kets, and a trunk wagon road through the 
same stretch of country, kept in good repair, 
with branches therefrom, to moat local re- 
quirements, would bo of much importance, 
and a decided advantage to the many aet- 
tlora of 5ho district. 

The administration of the law, regarding 
the killing and stealing of cattle, requires a 
more vigorous application, in tbo nature of 
a large reward being offered for information 
which will lead to the apprehension and 
conviction of the guilty party or partiec' 

Believing tho finances of the province to 
be on a aound basis, and that loitna cau bo 
procured on easy terms, I would favor the 
province borrowing, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a fund from whioh loans oaa'be 
made to soltlora on lands at a low rate of 
interest, for actual improTementB' on said 
lands, takinit their holdings as'seonrity for 
Buch loanr^ as id my opinion it would tend 
to tlie encouragement of aettlemont by the 
thrifty, induatrioua and deserving man. 

I observo with satisfaction that tho gov- 
ernment is inaugurating a policy under 
which settlers can acquire email holdinga in 
the neighborhood of oitica. I ahall atrongly 
Hupport un expansion of this lya i n. 

Would impresB upon tho Pruviuoial Gov 
ornment to urge upon tho Dominion Govern- 
ment the necessity of locating tho deep sea 
tisherios, with the view of encouraging tho 
development of that industry. 

Being familiar with mining operations 
and their incidental dangers, I will support 
practical meaaurea tending to tho security 
of life, limb and property, making the same 
applicable to all clasacs of mines and min- 
ing, where practicable. 

Any- reasonable scheme pointing towards 
arbitration and ooaciltatlon, with a view to 
leaaon the evils attending costly litigation 
and protraoted labor difficulties, from what- 
ever source, will receive my due attention. 
. Tii'J. Chlneeo probleni is fraught with 
many, difficulties. Restrictive legislation 
has boon attempted, but has met with little 
favor, on conatitutional grounds. Aa Royal 
Commisoiona have boon pro-ominently buo- 
ceasful in solving knotty queationa, perhaps 
a commiasion composed of Imperial, Domin- 
ion and Provincial ropreaontativea, would 
find doairablo mcanu of sottlcmont, without 
compromiaing thoir international policy. 

Aa wo are menaced at every avenue with 
an invasinn of cont'ugious or infectioua 
disease, I would strongly advocate tho en- 
forcomont of such nanitary nioaaurea aa will 
prevent, or, aa far aa posaiblo, mitigate the 
evila arising from auch dread causes. 

I would impresB upon tho administration 
the necoBBity of carrying out the liquor 
liconaing regulation uot of 1801, in ita 
entirety, and further that tho law in regard 
to gambling bo strictly enforood. 

Hoping to have an early opportunity of 
meeting you to discuss matters pertaining to 
the general welfare of tho Province, and 
Didtrict in partioulHr,

The Proceedings to bo Betjun Wedncstl.iy—

London, June 18. — The anti-Lords con- 
ference will be opened in Leeds at one 
o'olook on rVVedaesday morning with Mr. 
James Watson In the'chair. . Tho committee 
of the Liberal J'ederatioQ will submit to the 
conference three resolutions. 

1. That the power now exercised by the 
House of Lords to mutilate and reject mea- 
sures paased by the repreaentativoa of tho 
people in tho House of Commons has been 
systematically used to defeat reforms, is in- 
consistent with the right of free popular 
aolf government, and should cease to exiat. 

2. That tho meeting call upon tho govern- 
to introduce a measure for tho abolition cf 
the Lords' vote by providing that whenever 
a bill pasaed by tho Commona shall be 
altered, or rejected by the Lords, tho same 
bill may bo re-aflirmed by the Counnons, 
with or without snoii alteration, add be sub- 
ject only to the Royal agsedt, and thereupon 
beoome law. 

3. That the meeting assuroa tho govern. 
of its resolution to support tho party in any 
atepa that may be dsemed neosaary to en. 
force the passage of this great oonstitutional 
reform.

Steveiton was, ia and always will be, loyal 
in its support of the present administration, 
but Mr. Doaglfts' meeting gave the govern- 
ment's adherents conrage, hope and material 
to work with, and many recruits were en- 
liated in tho strong government ranks. 

Mr. Douglas proved that the revenue of 
the Province had doubled daring the last 
few years under the present government.

LoKDon, June 18.— The mutual ccnces- 
slona in the intoroat of the passage of the 
budget by tho Houae of Commons by the 
end of the first week in July havo greatly 
relaxed tho tension of tlio opposition in 
Parliament, neverthelees the government 
whi{ta .wish that the, anti-Lorda' cosferecoe, 
to be'! held in'Leeds,> were ^ over. A great 
many Liberal members have promised to ' 
take part in the conference, bnt the oppoil. 
tion membera refuaa to pair with them, 
and it will be a dangerous matter for the 
Liberal party in Parliament to bo caught 
napping. If pairs cannot be arranged, a 
good many Liberal mombera must remain 
away from tho conference, to whioh tho 
party managera attach tho greatest im- 
portance. If the conference ia a oiioeess, 
"Anti-Lorda " will be tho battle-cry at tho 
next election, but already there iu a rift 
vioiblo. 

The Anglo- Belgian ugrcement is becoming 
more mysterious than ever. Henry M. 
Stanley, the explorer, atoutly maiutaina 
that it ia an old treaty which haa been in 
the pigeon-holes in the foreign office for four 
years, and that he himself signed it in 1890, 
having suggested that a river is preferable 
as a frontier to an imaginary line. Eng- 
land, ho declarea, has only obtained a lease 
whioh ontitlea her to travel over certain ter- 
ritory and not a lease of the territory itself. 

In a report to the Secretary of .State for 
the home department. Col. J. S. Martin, 
chief inspeotor of mines and mining for the 
west of England and Wales, oommonta 
Strongly on the willingnees of Eoglieh capi- 
talists to invest large stims in mining projects 
in the United States while neglecting home 
oppor tnnities. He seesnogood reason why 
some of the money that is being oohtinnally ' ' 
poured into< Colorado, Hiohigani' the -Dako-< > 
tas and New Mexico, should not be kept - at 
home with a reasonablei prospect of good io: 
vestment if the work were gone abont with 
combined energy and effiolent practical and 
scientific skill. Tho mtning.in Cornwall, he > 
says, is in anything but a satisfactory condi- 
tion. The chances of striking tin are so i 
dangled before the adventurers that they 
eke out an existence at miceq cv-?r a length- 
ened period, whereas if modern machinery 
were employed and work .gone about ener- 
getically mines could bo opened out in a 
comparatively abort time.

Nanaimo, June IS.— H. C. Wahlberg, of 
Vancouver, who is the provinolal represent- 
_ Ative of a nnmbor of SoAndinayian papers in 
America and abroad,- has been ' in Nanaimo 
daring tho past few days. Mr. Wahlberg 
baa made a very thorough study of tho ro- 
Bouroes of this province and tho prospeota 
for the' profitable migration here of bla 
conntrymen. ^ He belleres tliaii; Britlah Col- 
umbia offers better indnoemeiite to Soandi- 
navian emigrants than any other province in 
the Dominion. Daring his stay here, Mr. 
Wablborg has made personal visits to Uio 
homes of the qreater number of his country- 
trymcn, who form a numoroua body iu thia 
city, Nci'thfiold and Wellington. Ho hiia 
found that all, without exception, who tuUo 
auy iutereat wliivtovor in tho polltlca of the 
province Cktii firm supportera of tho proaonfc 
government. Their roHBoca tor the atand 
thoy tuke are simple. Coming hero with- 
out Tiioney, they have found plenty of em- 
ployment at remunerative ratca of wagea. 
They have formed comfortable homes and 
such property as thoy may have acquired ia 
properly protooted. They have beoa kindly 
treated and tho liberty of action thoy enjoy 
ia aa agrceablo as it ia strange. Accordingly 
they are thoroughly satisfied with the gov- 
ornmont of tho ooantry and strongly oppoBO 
any change. 

Fire totally destroyed a jewelry storo and 
an adjoining house at Northfield on Satur- 
day niglit. Tho conllaKration started in 
the back premiaea of GrensQoldtr'a store and 
was firat diaoovorad by Mr. Perry Milla and 
Captain W. Lynn, who ohanoed to bo paea- 
ing at tho time, about 10 o'olook.

An investigation 
will be held, the oiraumstanoes beint; very 
8iupioioaa< Tom Hngbes* place waa not in- 
anted. 

An inqiieat into the Northfield fire was 
held to-day, when the jury returned an open 
Terdiot to the effect thut there waa no proof 
as to the origin of the fire ; but thoy severe- 
ly censured GrensSeldor for his iudifferenoo 
in not making tho least efl'ort to subdue the 
flamea. Ic ia probable that further proceed- 
ingB will be taken againat Grenafieldor by 
the London and Lancashire Inaurunca Co. 

Sneak thieving is aeain becoming very 
prevalent. Articles of food, particularly 
poultry, appear to be the principal object 
sought for by these midnight prowlera. Sat- 
urday night a visit was paid to Mr. S. 
Gibb'a poultry yard and a large number of 
his thoroughbred chickens, many of which 
were prize winners at recent ahowa, wore 
killed. Mr. Gibb waa absent from home at 
the time, but his wife heard a noiao in tho 
yard and went out, armed with a revolver, 
to investigate. The thief waa then engaged 
iu ooUeotiug together tho birds he had kil- 
led. Directly he caught eight of the aix 
shooter he dropped the g^me and bolted. A 
visit to tho coopi showed that all but one of 
the foathored flack had been killed and 
piled in a heap ready to removal.

Mr. Reid's grain and 
sawmill on the other aide has been in groat 
danger, and they had to build a dam to 
keep the Quesnelie river from making a 
canal across Mr. W. A Johnatone'a ranch, 
and so sweeping away the mtUa. Mr. John- 
atone has auatained great loss, large portions 
of hia land are dropping into the river daily. 
Mr. Dabloa baa fifteen acrea under' water. 
Mr. A. Baker haa loat crops, wagons, and 
nearly everything, and had to go to the 
mountains with bis family four days ago. 

Tho Dominion survey party, under charge 
of Mr. Devereux, loft here on the SOtb. 
Thoy are to survey tho Indian reserves aa 
far north as Fort McLaod. They will, no 
doubt, have a very hard trip. 

People are arriving daily in spite of the 
flood, and old miners predict a rich harvest 
of gold after the rivers fall. 

FOItr 8TKELE. 

(From tho Golden Kra, Juno 9.1 
Wo are having the highest water seen 
hero since 1871. All the bridges are afloat 
and two of the principal ones have been car- 
ried out, viz., St. Mary's and Bull River. It 
ia inipofaible to go anywhere on account of 
tho high water, and travel ia suspended.

Tbe mill waa shut down on Saturday on 

account of the water. There ia over four 
fpet of water in the mill, and everything is 
afloat. The baarding house had to bo aban- 
doned and the boys are now living in town. 
The Government bridge on Monday after- 
noon gave way. From 20 to 30 feet at the 
southern end was washed away and later on 
tho other end also went. Tho tramway 
bridge a little below the Government bridge 
waa also carried away on Monday afternoon. 
After the Bovere storm on Sunday night the 
Kicking Horse roae rapidly and it waa only 
by the moat strenuous efTorts that the water 
was prevented from breaking over on tho 
Townaito.

Tho side track where No. 2 ia laid 
up is partly washed out and the obaorvation 
car has sunk threo or four feet at one end. 
A gang of men sot to work on Wedneaday, 
under tho superintendence of Mr. John Mo 
Rao, to dam up the break at tbe bridge, and 
tho river was being gradually turned off into 
its natural course. The water ont a chan 
nel in the vicinity of Hnil Broa. .& Co. 'a 
shop Bind np towards the ooairt houee over 
six feet deep. ' " 

There waa. nearly a meat faroino this 
week, Hull Bros. & Co. being cleaned right 
out. Fortunately there were three carloads 
of cattle side-tracked at Pallisor, on route 
for the coast but unablo to get any further 
on account of tho bid condition of tho track, 
and Mr. W. H. Hull, who happens to be 
sido-traoked also, wont down to Palliser and 
purchased tho said oattlo. He managed to 
have tho cattle, 51 head, conveyed as far as 
Glenoglo, whera they wore uulondod and 
driven over the hills to Golden.

Tho p irty now in po >ver have nractloally bold 
olllco for over eleven years. Their pollo^hos 
been an indoQnltc one on many ot tho questions 
requiring consideration. At the last general 
election the Upposition advocated reform in 
tbe land laws ot tho province, and have boon 
nhlo to make some important channcs. 

Tho privilcKO ot allowln({ speculators and 
non realtlonta to take up lurno tracts of land 
has been taken away and the lanaa a.ie now 
avalliiblu for actual soltlcra. 

Pytho oll'orta of tho Opposition tho assess- 
ment ot wild land has boon much improved; 
lliu ad vnlorom principle of assesaroont accord- 
inK to the land vuluo, is now tho law. 

There are iwo CFscntiiil inattera j ot to bo car- 
ried out in connection witli the encouraging ot 
agriculture sottlcrs. First, tho sorvoying of 
arailablo landsi for such a Ipurpodu and giving 
the necosiiary information by the Lands and 
Works Uopartmont; second, tho maklog of 
roads to such sottlnments, so that tho farmer 
may bo able to bring hia produce to market- 
such a policy as this must bii adopted in order 
to develop and encourage tlio (arming industry 
ot our Province, lly bo dolnif wo ahall add 
much to our wealth und prospority. 

The railway iiolicy of llio Uovernniont has 
not been a biismeas-liko ono. From thu tlino ot 
tho grant Kivon to tho Ksquliniill & JNaiiairno 
Railway down to ih.j Nauusp & Mlocan deal, 
tho interes's of tho Province and tho weltai-e 
of tho people have not boon well irdcd. On 
tho ono hand a corporation rcctivoi a largo 
subsidy and an itnmenao tract ot land, free 
from taxation for over ; on tho other, a private 
company Is subeldizeu by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to the full coat of the road as well as in. 
torestontheaamefortweDty^flve years. One ' 
cannot but come to the conclusion that a Gov- 
ornmont policy of such a olmrootor Is likolyto 
bring tho crodit of tho Province Into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind are to be deplored ; 
but monopolicH backed by Govirnmont aid and 
support are often tho most dliUcult to over- 
do • c. Govurnment aid to such an oxtont as 
has been K'von in tho instances referred to 
precludta other roads from beinR assisted or 
built. Aa an instanco ot this wo reconnizo the 
dilllnulty tho Brilish Paciliu Railway will havo 
In dealini^ with thoKsciuimaltSc Naimiino Rail- 
way and itaoxistiiiK righta. Thu.'i by tho action 
ot mo present Government in tho pa.st it looks 
as if tho province wero at the merov ot rinR- 
stors and monopolists who are despoiling the 
people of their heritage. 

I am opposed to tho executive using its power 
to make largo approoriatlona of money by 
special warrani^ for roads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without llrsc subniittlng such to 
the loglplaturo. Such a course of action leads 
to favoritlstti and eorriiptlon and is not in ac- 
cord with the principles of constitutional gov- 
ernnicnt. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on impiovotnentsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortKagos. The latter 
impost proesos doubly hard upon the borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in the In- 
terfst and lor tho advancement ot tho province, 

Tho i)ractlce followed on tne ovo of a general 
election ot promisInR aid to public works and 
inaliiutiona by mem burs of the oxiioutlve should 
be condemned, as it ia attempting to bribe the 
.electors with their own money. The indepeiid' . 
ent electors should answer this by sending men ' 
to the Legislature who will do their utmost to 
remove such minlstora from power. 

During tho past four yoirs IcKlalation haa 
boon brought about, chielly by tbo Opnosltion. 
in roforminij tho t<chool Law. The roaidenta of 
thecilios havo now greater power over the man- 
ngumontot theirschools, andmoro is yetdeslred 
in this particular. I ahall use my best endeav- 
ors to bring Llila about, so that our achcola may 
bo free ot all political Influences. 

I have also advocated ftirther roatriotion on 
Chinese imuiigratlon and the employment of 
Cblntso by any company aceking charters or 
grant'from tho Legislature. I havo ndvoc.Ued 
and.still maintain that a cliuiao should be in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent the employment ot this clasa of 
labor. • •. ■ ■ ' 

I also have advocated the necMslty of em- 
ploying residents of the Provlncd Instead of 
non-roaldonts or foreigners in tho prosecution of 
all works or contraola let by the GoverninotiL. 

It is impoo-Hlblo in an addicsa of thia kind to 
touch on all quobtiuna allectlng tho Province. 
I hope, however, before long to have the oppor- 
tunity ot addressing the electors In public 
meeting, at which time I will refer to matters- 
more extensively. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa* 
tlvo in tho Local Legislature has been' accept, 
able to you, I again seek your votes and aup-. 
port. . v,

A SENSIBLE ADDRESS. 

Mr. Bryden's addreas to the electors of 
North Xauaimo District is eminently prac- 
tical. It; does not contain any fine sounding 
but empty phrases about abstract 
rights or about matters that are outside the 
jurisdiotioa of the Ffovinoial Legialatiue. 
It deals with subjeota that the people under- 
atand, and with waDts that are generally 
felt. It is the oommoQ-senae address of a 
man who means business, and not the bun 
combo of a demagogue whose principal desire 
is to tickle the ears of unthinking people 
without saying anythiD^ that is of the least 
oonspquence. 

The inhabitants of the dietriot want now 
roads and better roads, and they also wantthe 
laws enacted fcr tho protection of live stock 
and the discovery and punishment of cattle 
atetklors vigorously administered. Mr. Bry 
den gives the electors to anderataiid that 
he, if elected, will keep the Government 
well advised aa to tho state of tho district 
with regard to these matters, and they no 
doubt feel assured that if thoy do not get 
the improvements and tho reforms that Mr 
Bryden advocates, it will not be for want of 
exertion on liia pitrt.

It will before very long put a 
stop to tho importation of the necessarios 
of life, which is such a drain on the prov- 
ince. ■ , 

We are glad to see that Mr. Bryden pro« 
poses to interest himself in tlie development 
of tho deep sea Gahories of tho Province. 
There can be no doubt that those fishories are 
destined to be a source of wealth, not only 
to British ColuDib!a,but to the whole Domin- 
! ion. ' Yery little ia ai yet known about the 
>> ' fishing grounds o£f the coast. It ia the 
busineaa of the Dominion Government to 
explore the seas and channels near the coaat 
to find out where tho feeding grounds and 
haunts of the fish are situated. It is' the 
duty of that Government to take 
the initiatory Btepa fso , eatiabliiih the 
deepaea fisheries of this coast, but: it is no 
.is laaa the duty of the Provincial Government 
"'^■^to/prdBa'the matter on the attention of the 
Federal authoritiea and impress upon them 
tho importance of making the noooasary 
oxplorationa without any needless delay. 
Tho Ottawa authoritiaa need to be reminded 
of their duty in thia matter. They are apt 



to forgot that Bmiah Columbia la, 
with respect to its deep sea fisher- 
ies, a completeiy new country. Com- 
paratively little ia known*' about the* fish 
that swarm in the ocean off our coast. There 
is no exploratory work of thia kind to bo 
done on the eastern side of tho Dominion, 
because tho deop aea fiaheriea there have 
been long established. The eastern fisher- 
men can tell what fish ore .to, be found off 
every mile of the ooaat, how they are to ha 
caught, and what ia tho best time to catch 
them. Generations of Qahermen have been 
hundreds of years gaining this knowledge 
on tho eastern aide of the continent. But 
untiil lately there has been no deep sea fiah- 
inc done off l>be coMi of Britiah Colnmbia 
by white nien,'<tnd therefore it ia neoessary 
to obtain in a few yoara the knowledge of 
those western fiahing grounds which tho 
fishermen ot tho oast have had oonturiea to 
obtain. It ia oloarly the Dominion Govern, 
ment's duty as it is its interest to engage in 
the work. iWe are glad;;;thBt Mr. Bryden 
lias dlrooted pulilio aitentton ■ to this very 
important subject. We believe that by tho 
moro mention of it in his addrese he has 
done more good to thia island and to the 
whole Province than many members 
have done by four years' Berviee in the. 
Legislative Assembly. 

Mr. Bryden's aoggestion that a Royal 
Commission bo appointed to find a solution 
for the Chinese problem, in which tho 
Imperial Government, the Dominion Gov- 
orament and the Provincial Government will 
bo represented, is an excellent one. The sub- 
ject is outside the Frovinoial. jnrisdiotion, 
and the Local Leglelatare may go on for 
yeara paasing reaolutiona with respect to it 
without producing the loaab result worth 
mentioning, but the findings of such a Com- 
miasion aa Mr. Bryden sugi^ests would com- 
mand general attention and could hardly 
fail of producing good, practical elTocta. 

MR, COTTON'S ATTITUDE. 

It is wonderful to see with what con- 
fidence Mr. F. C. Cotton calculates upon 
the faith of hia aupportors. He evidently 
bolieves that he haa only to lay that a 
charge of inconsiatenoy and underhand deal- 
ing brought against him publicly by a re 
speotable man ia " a allly atory " to cause 
them to rush to hia rescue and exert them 
solves to swell his majority. This is not 
how electors ordinarily treat candidates 
against whom serious aocusutions are pre 
forred. Thoy require the candidate to clear 
himself by aometbing better than His bare 
word. Tho man whose only reply to a 
charge ia " It's u lie, see how these malig 
nanb opponents are persecuting me," does 
not long oDjoy tho reputation of being either 
innocent or artless. RendinesB to pose aa a 
martyr, or a persecuted patriot is not al 
waya an indication of either manliness or ot 
conaoioua innocence. A manly man who 
knows that ha is falsely accused, refuses to 
draw npoa the confidence of bis friends and 
diadalDS to appeal to them aa an lll-nsed man 
He faces hia opponents boldly ; he proves 
that he is Innocent of tho charge brought 
against him and he scorns to whine. 

THE ONTARIO ELECTION. 

The politicians of Ontario seem to be very 
badly off for capital. The elections are to 
come off soon and it scorns to ua that they 
really have nothing to fight about. It is 
simply and baldly a bfkttle betwoen the Ing 
and the Outa. 

There are some among them who are doing 
their very best to drag religion into the con- 
teat. But thore is literally no place for it. 
Religion ia aa free in Ontario as it ia in any 
country in tho world. It would be utter 
folly for any denomination to endeavor to 
gain tho predominance, and it doea not 
appear that any denomination is trying to 
get any right or {io«rer other than those 
that are by the constitution accorded to all. 
Some of the politicians are trying to make 
separate sohoola in some way an issue. But 
they cannot take the very first step in the 
matter without having the constitution of 
the Dominion obanged. Separate schools 
were established in Ootario previous to Cou- 
federati6n by the consent of all parties. 
That system was then thought to be a per- 
manent aelstlement of the religious question 
aa far aa public education was concerned. 
There are, il appears, some people in the 
Province who do not like the system and 
desire to have it abolished. But they know, 
or ought to know, that it ia out of the power 
of the Provincial Legislature to abolish 
separate aohoola. Sub-seotiona I and 2 of 
Section 03 of the Bribkh North America 
Act uro eloar on thia point. Thia is how 
thoy road : 

(1.) Nothing in any such law shall pre- 
judioially affect any right or privilege with 
respect to denomini^tional sohoola whiob any 
class of persona have by law at the Qoion, 

(2.) All the powers, privileges and duties 
at tho Union by law conferred and imposed 
in Upper Cmada on the separate Bchools 
and School Truateea of the Queen's Roman 
Catholic subjects shall be and the same are 
hereby extended-to the DIsBentienb aohoola 
of the Queen's Protestant and Rom'kn Cath- 
olic subjects in Quebec. 

The futility of agitating for tho abolition 
of separate schoola during an aleotion cam- 
paign in tho Province of Ontario (" Upper 
Canada ") can be seen' by any intelligent per- 
son »o a glance. - Such aboii^on Qotild not 
be effected without a ohange in the^ Consti- 
tution of the Dominion. And to make such 
a change is very far indeed beyond the 
power of any Provincial legislature. 

It is greatly to bo regretted that this roli- 
gioua element has been introduced into the 
Ontario contest, for-' the only effect it can 
have ia to produce or to intensify ill-feel- 
ing, at any rate for a timo. Such agitations 
having really no substantial basis must aoon 
subaide, but thoy are not pleaaant while 
they last. Roligioua liberty is too firmly 
established in this Dominion, and it is too 
clearly the interest of. all denominations to 
live at] pease with one' another to admit of

THE MEANEST OF THE MEAN. 

Thore seem to be no bounda to the 
malignity and the untruth/ulneaa of the 
Westminster Daily Columbian. It hypo- 
critically declares that in the matter of ex- 
tending relief to the distressed settlers in 
the valley of the Froser it had oarefully re- 
frained from embarrassing the Goverhin'6nt 
or from attributing wrong motives to its 
members engaged in the work, and then 
prooeods to atato that the grain supplied by 
Government ia " impure rubbiah," that 
the hay ia bad and the potatoes 
rotten. In its haate ' to , disoredib\tthe 
Grovernmont, it' forgot that at the same time 
it was libelling merchants in Westminster 
city whoso integrity is beyond queation. 
Tho Columbian would have the people 
believe that tboae niorchanta have procured 
rubbishy grain, rotten potatoes and mouldy 
hay for the express purpose of cheating the 
Government and increasing the distress of 
the unfortunate settlors whoso crops have 
been destroyed by tho flooda. Thia ia 
utterly incredible. It ia not to 
be supposed that the produce dculera 
of . New Westminster have endeavored 
to palm off on the Government damaged 
grain, hay and' potatoes, charging for them 
tho highest market price. 

Wo are oonvinced that the atatemcnta 
publiahod by the Columbian are malioioua 
lies. The articles purchased by tho Govern- 
ment, we are informed, were all good of 
their various Mnda, and the merohanta of 
the Mainland have not combined to defraud 
both the Government and the unfortunate 
tettlers among whom the grain, hay. and 
potatoes were distributed. 

Equally false and equally mean is the 
statement that '* no system of distribution 
is carried out and no ofaeok imposed." A 
system of relief has been established, diatri- 
butors have been appointed, and there are 
not only checks on the quantity of grain, 
etc., distributed, but counter-checks. 

The Cdlambian; ainee it went into the ly- 
ing bnaiseaa'wholes'ale, didnotstop at trifles. 
After aassrtiog that the aappliea diatributed 
among the settlera were 'Ml 'bftd,"* and that 
the relief was administered without system, 
it was i, gmall thing to add that the relief, 
such a) it is, " is being deliberately used 
by Government for purposes of bribery, 
without regard to the needs of those getting 
the suppliRS." ' " 

Col. Baker, who ia auperintending the dla^ 
tributlon of relief, is indefatigable in his eX' 
tions to do all the good possible with the 
means at his disposal. In the distribution 
of relief he and his assistants consider 
nothing but the needs of the applicants. 
He knows; nothing about their opiniops, 
and would not give their ''politi 
cat leanings the slightest consid- 
eration if ho did. Ha ia attending to the 
work early and lato, enduring fatigue and 
suffering inconvenience with the utmost 
cheerfulness. He doea thia from a sense of 
duty, bnt if, the Columbian were jnot* the 
meanest and the moat malignant sheet in ex- 
istence it would have acknowledged, his ser 
vices in somo better way than by defamation 
and falsehooda. - 'v

THE BONE OF CONTENTION. 

The French government ia greatly pro- 
voked at a treaty that haa just been con 
eluded between Great Britain and the King 
of tho Belgians. This treaty relates to an 
African "land deal." Tho Belgian King 
has given tho British government a tract of 
land fifteen miles wide and six hundred 
miles long, of Congo Free State territory, in 
exchange for land north of that State 
which ie within the Bcitiah jiphere of ihfla- 
ence. This strip of "territory ctmneots 
Britiah Central Afrij* with British East 
Africa, and ita poaaesaion will enable Mr. 
Rhodes to complete his scheme of construct- 
ing a telegraph line from Cape Colony to 
Egypt without enoroaobiog upon the terri- 
tory olalmecl by any European power; The 
French are enraged beoao^e the treaty in 
terferes with some of their ambitious pro 
joota and because they do not wish Great 
Britain to do anything which will make 
ita position in Egypt more secure than it 
ia at present. 

It aeema that Germany h»i tome claim 
on or near the land transferred by Belgium 
to Great Britain, but that claim seems to 
have been readily adjusted. The transfer 
was made with tho utmost secrecy, no one 
knowing anything about it but thn imrties 
immediately concerned until the transaction 
was aoeomplished. 

It does not appear that F'ranca questions 
tho right of tho King of the Belgians to part 
with the land ho gi>vc to Great Britain, 
neither doea it dispute Great Britain's title 
to the land wliioh it parted with. The 
French have committed themselves by 
acknowledging the titles of both the 
parties to tho deal long before it wjas made. 
Their not having any right to Interfere does 
not help them to ooutomplate the transaction 
with oalmnosa. It doea not seem likely 
that the fit of ill temper in which tho French 
politiciaua have indulged in will bo followed 
by results in the least aorioua.

Mr. E. Crow-Baker vas unanimously chosen 
as presiding otfioer, and Mr. R. F. Tolmie aa 
aecrotary, and the proceedings commenced. 

Mr. E. Crow Baker, having taken the 
chair, referred to the f aot that npon the last 
occasion when he addressed an aadience 
from that platform he was himself a candi- 
date for tho suDfrages of the people of Vic- 
toria. Ho wished to state that their old 
friend, Hon. Dr. Helmoken, had been asked 
to preside to night, but owing to advancing 
years and consequent defect in hearing that 
gentleman had felt obliged to decline. Ho 
hoped that during tho speeches the audience 
would remember that it takes more than 
one man to keep order and that they would 
support the chairman in tho endeavor ho 
would make to keep it. He asked a patient 
and pleasant hearing of the Premier and the 
four candidates in support of the govern- 
ment on whose behalf tho meeting had been 
called, and stated that they must neces- 
sarily occupy a considerable time, so that it 
Beamed hardly possible that anyone 
else could bo hoard after them. For 
his own part he wished to say 
that ever since . 1882, when ho had 
been sent to Ottawa as- one of Victoria's 
representatives, he had found the present 
government supporting every effort on be- 
half of the Province, and it waa to their 
co-operation that his-succoBses, groat and 
small, at the federal capital had been duo. 
.(Applause.) He first called upon the 
Premier. 

Hon. Mr Davie came forward amidst 
general applause. He said that although 
not a candidate for the city.those gentlemen 
- who had done the government tho honor 
and justice of coming boforo tho pulilid os 
-supporters of the government had done him 
. the nonor cf according him pre-audience on 
this oooasion. He referred to the meetings 
' which he had addressed in all parts of the 
Province, stating that he had found the 
{leople eveiy were desirous of obtaining all 
the information wbibh their public men are 
able to impart, and while there were some- 
times a few desirous only of making a dis- 
turbance, he had found that the audiences 
as a whole heard what be had to say with 
the greatest attentiuQ, being syinpathetic 
and ready to accord with his ' views. 
Where exception had at first been 
taken on some pointa ho found that 
this hdd been generally duo to a 
want of proper explanation. ThoBo cries of 
their politic-il oppononta which a few months 
ago wero to doom the government to de- 
struction that party now wanted nothing to 
do with, and only to-night a correspondent 
in tho opposition newspaper in this fity 
expressed tho hope that not a word would 
bo said by tho supporters of tho gov- 
ernment at this meeting about a matter 
which a few months ago was declared by 
the louder of the opposition to be a very 
grave scandal about to break over tho gov- 
ernment and to drive them from power, i 
Yet tho opptiHition are now so thorouL'hly 1 
ashamed of the part they have taken in con- \ 
aection with tho so-called aoandal that thoir 
organ is very glad indeed to print a letter 
requesting thut it should not bo so much 
ai) mentioned. On that subject — the 
Nakuap & Slocan railway — of couroo 
be did not intend to make 
a disi^uisition, but be would briefly point to 
the.^esttlt of -the reference of it to a bench 
of judges whose supeciora cannot be foundin 
Canada— the lamented late Chief Jnstioe of 
this Province, and the Judge of the . Ex- 
ohrquer Coarc ojt' iibe Dominion. Xheir ver- 
dict had been, not only that there was' no 
. semblanoe of corruption or improper motive 
> on tb^ part of, the government, or anything 
of that Mod, but further, that the plan for 
the substitution of whioh the government 
had been so vehemently attacked ia in the 
interest of the country far ahead of 
the one adopted the previous year, 
which n-jt a man in the house 
had then opposed. (Applause.) Mr. Davie 
proceeded to deal with the denials made by 
the leader of tho opposition that the mea- 
sure had been passed unanimously, and ap- 
pealed to the common boubo of tho public to 
say if, when a man does not take tho oppor- 
tunity to record his voto against a moaaure, 
his silence must not bo taken to signify con- 
sent;. Ab a porsistont effort is being made 
to convince the public that tho scries of rail- 
way meuBurcB of the same naturo aa tho 
firat NaUusp k Slocan act havo from tho 
first been a mistake, he wished to again 
point out the fact that in not one instanoo 
had the vote of the opposition been recorded 
in the negative. If tho leader of tho oppo- 
sition did get up and cavil and carp, as he 
generally does, he never suggested anything 
better, nor would he take the responaibility 
of recording a negative vote. These assiat- 
• -ed '.roadi ."Were for the development of a 
• country into whiqb the CP. R. did not at 
''present feel prepared to enter. Tho 
large "extent of territory known na 
the ' Spailiimoheen first called for 
attention, and in oonsidering what should 



be done the provincial government naturally 
considered the plan followed by the Do- 
minion. It was found that that Government 
had aBsisted railways, iholuding the Inter- 
cjlonial and the Grand Trunk, to the ex- 
tent of nearly $27.5,000,000 — about the 
imount of tho present debt. The govern- 
ment of this Province did not, however, wiah 
to incur too serious responsibility for this 
young country, and thus imperil tho high 
credit which tho Finonco Minister had been 
enabled to secure for it— (applause)— with 
the result that British Columbiu now occu- 
pies as favorable a position as 
any colony in the world, save the 
Dominion of Canada itself. (AppUuso.) 
The government might have adopted the 
plan BUggoated now by their opponents, and 
which has boon followed in Australia, ol 
thenisolvea building and owning tho rail- 
ways, but ho thought he could show pree- 
catly that this would not have been a wise 
plan.. At all events they did not adopt 
it, hut had instead succeeded ip getting 
tho Canadian Pacific railroad to 
operate tho firat road — tho Shuswap 
and Okauugan — for sixty per cent, 
of the gross earnings, leaving forty per cent, 
to go to tho government towards tho pay- 
ment of the interest guaranteed by tho 
Province on the bonds for the period of 
twenty-five years. Tho samo thing had 
been done with other railways in the same 
partof the country iu succeeding years, and 
to coma nearer home, in the case of the Vic- 
toria & Sidney Railway, under a muoh less 
favorable proposition than that of tho Shua- 
way & Okanagan, where the interest was at 
four per cent, on $25,000 a mile; the govern- 
ment joined witb the city of Victoria in 
guaran^eing five per cent, interest on bonds 
to the extent of 320,000 per mile, and Mr. 
Beaven actually signed this document, giv- 
ing ib his official approval as Mayor of the 
city. It would be seen that on this matter 
of the railway aid policy all par- 
ties had been prsctioally uoanimous, 
and neither Mr. Beaven nor any 
members of the opposition can poiut to even 
the suggestion of an alternative nieaaure. 
He again explained britfly tho circumatonces 
connected with the change in the guarantee 
of the Nakuap & Slocan bonds, showing 
that the sole dosiro of tho governaiont had 
been to ensure the building of the road at 
tho least posaihio cost to the country. (Ap- 
plause.) Mr. Davie next dealt with the 
criticiam made by Hon. Mr. Beaven on the 
subject of the lind policy of the govern- 
ment, quoting from the Times' report of the 
opt^osition meeting at Philharmonic hall, tho 
following passage : 

" The speaker (Mr. Beaven) then touched 
upon the government's land policy. Years 
ago he had a land policy the people were not 
roady to accept, but later a good many of 
the legislators even, saw it was not bo had a 
thing after all. Its main feature was making 
a distinotlon between land and improve- 
ments. As everybody knew, the Attorney- 
General had followed bis (Mr. Heaven's) lead 
in this matter by introducing a bill dealing 
with tho question laat session. Mr. Beaven 
then scored tho government for their snioidal 
land policy, and deplored the fearful mess 
into which land affairs in the Province had 
fallen. Millions of' acres had been given 
away to speoulatora and others, the result 
being that an intending settler oannot, 
though he travel the provlnuo over, find 
what land there is for settlemcdt. Theland 
has been so much alienated by the govern- 
ment that settlers coming here have a very 
poor chance of getting a piece to make their 
homes on. The great mieohiof had been 
done, and it waa too late now to deal prop- 
erly with tho subject, yet better late than 
never." 

A Voice — " Thot's correct ! " 

Hon. Mr. Davie — "I'll show you in a 
very short time that it is wholly incorrect. " 
(Applause.) He pointed out that the land 
whioh has been granted to monopolists as 
alleged must be regarded as that given for 
railway construction, the largest grant 
authorised in this connection being that for 
the proposed Canada Western railway— not 
yet taken up. He would like to ask if that 
had prevented settlement? 

A Voice— "No." (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie proceeded to instance tho 
grants to the Columbia & Kootenay, tho 
Kaslo & Slocan and the E'quimalt &. Na- 
naimo railwoy. With ruspect to the 
last mentioned, perhaps some of tho 
audience would say that settlors had 
been kept oQ" those lands. He would there- 
fore liko to ask, and to make plain, which 
government waa tho first to propose that 
land grant. In 1882 when the people wanted 
a railroad to Seymour Narrows, who was iu 
power, when it waa agreed that upwards of 
l.^U.OUO aorea more should be given for tho 
purpose than the amount subaequontly con- 
veyed to tho K. & N. railway, and in pre- ' 
cieely tho same way, so far as it inchided all 
the minoriUs under the land and everything 
upon it'.' Who waa it proposed tbia ? he 
aaked. Not Mr. Smiths, or Mr. Robaon, 
or either of tho Davie's, but Mr. Kohert 
Botiven himself ! (Applause.) That bill was 
devoid of the principal feature of- goodness 
of the bill which came ofter it, for it did 
i^ot contain one word of proviaion for aottlo- 
mentVcir protection for settlers, except that 
the'Vights of those who had already squat- 
ted should, be preserved. Thc^t bill fortu- 
nately was not passed. Before tho next 
session Mr, Beaven i^as defeated— not on 
that account, however-^a'n'd the Smitbo gov- 
ernment brought in a bill containing the 
provision that tho lands should for four 
years be open to settlors at $1 per acre, ■ It 
was in consequence of that provision that 
the settlements at Alberni, Eogllahman'a 
River and many other plaees came to be 
establiBhcd, He asked what land grant has 
over been made which has deprived one 
settlor of an opportunity to take up land. 
With tho single exception of that to tho 
E. & N. railway all tho grants havo boon of 
landa in inaocoBaiblo portions of tho Prov- 
ince, and not a single settlor has boon de- 
prived of a holding through them. 
Taking tho sales to private parties, 
all tlie grants of land in fifteen 
years, or since tho present party 
came into power have been in far-off regione, 
whore no settler would wish to go unlcBS he 
deeired to make of himself a Robinson Ciu- 
soo. Only to day a gentleman had como in- 
to his office who had boon out through the 
country to look at lands suitable for settle- 
ment, and who spoke well of the largo tracts 
ho had seen, but added that he is not pre- 
pared to bring any number of settlers into 
the country until the elections are over and 
a progressive government isfirmly implanted 
in power. (Applause.) That gentleman's 
name be waa not at liberty to mention, but 



he would Bay that he saw him before him, 
/a a front placo amongst his. bearers. The 
lnD\^ around tho cities, it must not bo for- 
gotteu,- bad not been alienated by this gov- 
ernment, but had been disposed of before 
oonfederatiou. Round Lulu island, on the 
Fraior rivor, land had been alienated, but by 
the government of Robert Beaven, tho pre- 
sent leader of the opposition. (Hear, hear.) 
Ho though he had said enough on this sub- 
jeot to show tliat that gentleman's cry that 
there ■ -.Is '.--'hob an acre left for 
tho holiest -settler, is untrue. What the 
present government has been doing for tho 
past few years has been surveying lands in 
all parts of the Province, so that settlers 
may go npon them. In five years upwards 
of $80,000 has been spent in this work and 
upwards of 580,000 acres have been so sur- 
veyed.- 'Vit) 'Is .only a matter of time until 
these 'lands— of all of whioh a description 
may be had at the Lands oihce — will be iu de- 
mand by settlers. Populatioil is as yet go- 
ing in slowly, but it is steadily increasing. 
He would . ask.. how much the oppoaiticn 
party wlien Invpower had over spent in sur- 
veying lands for the information of settlers, 
or hotv niuoh truth-there is in their state- 
ment that owing to the policy of the govern- 
ment tho intending settfer cannot get land? 
(Applause.) Ho shqwed howat the lagtses- 
siou tho government had seoured power to 
lease small holdings— of whioh a lot had been 
BUiveyed near Vancouver and Wostminster, 
in Burnuby— at a rate which would enable 
people of limited means to go on them, and 
in time to own tho land. The government 
made this experiment in Burnaby because 
they happen to have some available land 
there. Near Victoria they have aomo land 
alao, but as it requires clearing it is not eo 
easily uoceaoiblo for settlement at present, 
though whatevor can bo done will bo done 
with it. 

Proceeding to deal with tho several plat- 
forms of tho opposition Mr. Davie showed, 
amidst general laughter on the part of tho 
audience, how they alternately repudiate or 
endorse the various and widely differing 
planks according to whether thoir audience 
is in Nanaimo, 'Vancouver or Victoria. He 
took up tho proposition to purchase tho road 
and lands of tho E. & -N. Railway Company 
" upon fair and equitable terms,'- which ho 
showed would mean — taking the coEt of 
building the road and ita operation, ond con- 
sidering the receipts — pretty «early $;),000,- 
000 ; or if it is correct that the company 
have succeeded in selling certain tim- 
ber lands for about half a million 
dollars, the Provinjpe woii|d have to pay at 
least about 82.500^000. ' He ; happened to 
know that the company are only too anxious 
to sell their lands,— what are left of them, 
and it nitist be remembered that in tho four 
years in whioh they were open to the public, 
and ever since then, the most suitable lands 
have been gradually taken up by. settlors. 
He thought that instead of advocating tho 
purohaao of those lands something muoh 
more feasible in tho way of providing homes 
might have boon proposed. Thero were, for 
instance, tho lands of the Hudson iJiy 
Company and the Puget Sound Com- 
pany, which in conacqueuce of tho taxes put 
upon them the owners would no doubt soon 
bo willing to part with at a reaaonable 
figure. He thought if tho government 
wished to take those lands they o mid buy 
tho whole lot for much less than §3,000,000, 
and so havo a colony of small holdings about 
the cities, with the result that the vege- 
tables and garden produce might be raised 
by white men and not Chinamen. (Ap- 
plause ) He would think far more of 
the opposition if ' they came forward 
with such a policy »a this inatoad of with 
the transparently untruthful story told by 
Mr. Beaven in Philharmonic hall the other 
night. That gentleman had then endeavor- 
ed to show that his policy whon in ofBoe had 
been the very best for tho province at tho 
tiiDt; but. Sir. Davie asked, why in the 
world if that was tho case did the people 
turn them out in 1875 or 187G, (laughter)? 
Whan they bad succeeded by spocioua stories 
ia clambering back, the people turned them 
out again in 1882 or IS83. They had simply 
allowed parts of the Province to starve, 
though when It suited him Mr. Beiven 
knew as well as any one else how to sow 
money broadcast. The loader of the oppo- 
sition ka)B a very inconsistent lot with him, 
for on the mainland they repudiate him. 

"Why, take Mr. Kitchen" the Premier 
continued, "be baa more to say against 
Mr. Beaven than against me (laughter) and 
that is saying a great deal." At Nananimo 
it is the same, for none . "'of 
tho opposi ion there like to ao- 
knoT/ledgo themBelvea under Mr. Beaven's 
wing, (applause). Though Mr. Bsaven 
Btales that the public money has been frit- 
tered away by the present government, tho 
records show that in public buildinga, works 
on roads constructed all over the 
Province $'2 700,000 as boon wisely 
spent iu six years (ipplauBo), and never in 
tho hiatory of the country has tho public 
money been more judiciously expended. 
Tho heat roads in Canada tn-day are to be 
found throughout British ('jlumbia. (Ap- 
plause ) One has only to drive a little way 
out of this very city to note by contrast the 
superiority of the government roads (laugh- 
ter and applause) over thoso in Victoria, 
which for two years before January last had 
been in tho chargo of Mr. Beaven himself. 
(Laughter.) "Talk about Satan reproving 
Sin, if that gentleman is not an example of 
it 1 would liko to know who could bo ! " he 
exclaimed. He would not follow Mr. Bea- 

n in hia jugglery of the oUicial figures to 
ehow the absurdity of bis criticism on the 
financial administration of the Provinoo, but 
wished to refer briefly to hia grossly mia- 
lealingatatementat relative to the conver- 
sion of the debt-rmade in' order to relieve 
the Province .of the, heavy rate of in- 
terest paid on previous loans, and - in 
which the old six per oent. bonds are being 
replaced by their exact value— no more and 
no leas — of throe per cent. (Applause ) The 
very fact that the holders of the six per 
oonta. are so slowly conaent'ug to tho ex- 
change ahowa that there is nothing much to 
be made out of it. Ho found further in Mr. 
Beaven's speech the complaint that JIOO.UOO 
would not replaoo the bridges carried away 
by tho Fraser river floods — aa if the govern- 
ment wero reaponsiblo for those tloods. 
(Laughter.) Aa to tho stateniont that ho 
(Mr. Davie) had followed Mr. Beaven's lead 
in introducing a bill roepeoting tho taxation 
of improvements —this waa not correct, for 
the diflerenco between their two bills was 
that Hon. Mr. Beaven brougnt in d bill 
merely permitting a reduction in the ossesa* 
ment of Improvements, while he (Mr. D-ivie) 
had gone a step further whon Mr. Beaven 
had not the courage to do so, and bad made 
it obligatory on tho corporations of cities to 
asseas improvements not more than half 
their value. Thoro had been a good deal 
hoard during the last session about the pur- 
loining of documents by the opposition, 
(laughter), bub ib seemed to him 
that in their election addresses some of 
the candidates on the government side had 
boldly purloined a :great part of the legle- 
latlon of the govornment and. claimed credit 
for it. He noticed that Mr^:Beaven talked 
about bribing the people- with thrir own 
money, but whether he oalled it bribery or 
not tbe leader of the opposition h'advsboyrn 
himself unwilling to spend even tbeir own 
money amongst them. There was one mea- 
sure, perhaps,. jin wbioh^the government 
might .be ;;.tratbfnUy said to have followed

' Damage.

Four of the sealing fleet— the Triumph, 
Sappbire'i Annie C Moore and Favorite-;— 
left yesterday for Clayoquot Sound to seouro 
Indian crowa for their cruiaoa in tho Behring 
Sea. They were all towed out by tho tug 
Lome laat evening. The Ainoka and Ka- 
thorinc cleared at the oustoma house, and 
will follow the olhera . under sail , to day . 
The Ainoka itf in- command of Capt.- Heater, 
and will carry a crew c! six whites and 
twenty-four Indians. Capt. J. A. Gould, 
who takes the Katherine, has a similar 
crew, only a white man leaa. 

The steamship Arawa sailed for Southern 
ports yesterday morning, carrying ono of 
the largest cargoes yet taken out by any of 
the steamers of the line. In uU, the vessel 
took over 17,000 tons, composed chiefly of 
flour, feed and lime. Al Viotoria aha re- 
ceived 500 barrels of lime, 1,200 barrels of 
flour, a lot of migoelianeoua freight^ '(includ- 
ing the nanal monthly shipment from Fal- 
ooner'a Vinegar and Fickle factory to Hono- 
lulu, amounting to 25 casee), and some naval 
atorea for H.M.S. Champion. The ateamer 
also had a good passenger Hat, those from 
Viotoria being : Mr. and Mrs. Sawyar 
Auckland, Mr. E. J. and E. M. Royds, for 
Sydney, Madame Le Ponr French, E H.

AmendmentB to]Domlnioa Franchise 
Act-Joba Charlton's Sunday 
Observance Bill- 



Jttr. McMnllen's Financial Investlga- 
, tious— Bains at ttae East, Floods 
in the West. 



Ottawa, June i2.—Tho action of the rov- 
ornment in introducing a bill to amend the 
Franchise Act was not unexpected, but the 
changes which the government propose to 
make were oertaliily , more than tha moat 
'BAOguine oppo8]tibnrBl:'iiad^hoped for. The 
adoption aalhobnaia of qualification of the 
fr&nohiBoa which provuil in the several prov- 
inces of Canada was altogether unexpected. 
Ijpeaking generally, the effeqt will be to 
broaden the franchiao as it exiata to-day, 
•because in the Province of Ontario, since 
the Franchise Act was paaaod into law, 
manhood sulfrage has boon adopted by the 
proTinoial aaaembly. The loweat Domipion 
■qaalification in thia province was a $300 
wage-earning qualification, but now this will 
bo wiped out. The government intends, 
liowever, tliat the diequalificationa which 
have been enacted by provincial legislatures 
•shall Bot apply to peraona who would other- 
wise be entitled to the franchise. 

THK KLECTOKAL LISTS 

are to b(: revised from year to year by the 
Dominion leviBiuf; otlicura. The question 
of multiplex voting will bo dealt with in a 
reasonable iminncr. Tiio principle of one 
nmn one voto will not bo adopted, but it will 
be laid dowa that somotliiug nioro thiin the 
mote temporary qualihoatiou wliich the 
voter may hove at the tinio ho went on the 
various listu shall be posaoaaed. In other 
wordf, a property owner havinp; a property 
qualification in more than one riding will be 
entitled to voto in more than one riding. 
These are the principal chungca which tho 
premier hua in view. An iinproaaion has got 
abroad that tho provincial votera' lists are to 
be adopted as well aa tho franchiao, but thia 
appears to bo altogether erronooua. The 
Dominion Parliament! will inaiat upon its 
right to control 'the preparation of itfl own 
list. 

SADI'.ATir OllSEKVA.NCE BILL. 

It aeema altogether likely that the 
Sabbath obaervanoe bill ia shelved for thia 
year, although in aomo quarters it ia be- 
lieved that it may bo reacned on Monday. 
The debate on Wednesday evening was of 
the liveliest desoriptioo. Mr. Charlton mot 
with etrenuoua opposition from tho members 
from the province of Quebec. Mr. Amyot 
took up the cudgels againat tlie measure 
from tho Htandpoint that tlio bill was uncon- 
stitutional, that it trenched on tho rights of 
the provinces and was an undue interference 
with the religious beliefs of the several 
seotiona of the community. On the tirst 
clouae which dealt with the publication and 
sale of Sunday newspapers, there was a 
very animated discuasion. Messrs. Lange- 
lior. and Beohard, two of Mr. Charlton'a 
political asaociates, held that if the clause 
passed as drafted it would have the'effeot of 
depriving many people of a means of liveli- 
hood and was calculated to 

SEND EVES YOUNG CHILDREN TO JAIL. 

Eventually Mr. Charlton consented to 
eliminate tho portion of tho clause forbidding 
printers or publishers from woricing on the 
Lord's Day, and confiulug its operation 
simply to tho distribution and circulation of 
a aewapaper. Mr. Haslam, ever alive to 
tho intereata of British Columbia, explained 
the circumatancea under which the dailies of 
your province are published on Sundays. 
He stated that if the first clause of the bill 
wasposaed, it would compel nearly every 
printer in British Columbia to work on Sun- 
days, whereaa now they close their work at 3 
.o'oiook- Sunday mornini;. He 'did not think 
It was right to compel a man to work on 
: Bonday when he was anxiona to avoid doing 
80.'. The diecaaaion' waxed pretty warm 
•until midnight, but before the first clause 
waa pasaed, the committee roso and reported 
.progress, and the measuro went over. 

rEKITESTIAUY Al'1'llOrRIATIONS. 

Tho appropriation for tho different peni- 
tentiaries, with the exception of Kingston, 
paased the houRO yesterday with very little 
discussion. In explanation of tho increase 
of 5,3,000 in tho appropriation for B.C. pfini- 
tentiary, the Premier explained that a por- 
tion of the sum was rtquirod for healing 
and another portion for repairing tho build- 
ing. The total increase under the head of 
working expenses ia $1,003. In the cost of 
the provisions there is an increaso of $1,400, 
and for discharge allowances and gratuities, 
clothing, bedding, and so forth, SliSOO 
Fart of the increase in maintenance mcludes 
an allowance for tho dinner of the guards 
and keepers, who, under tho old system, 
dispersed to their homes for the mid-day 
meals and the priaoners had to bo locked up. 
The department has found it better to allow 
the ofFioers a nioasroom and to provide them 
with their dinner rather than to adhere to 
tiiCold system. Singular to say, when the 
estimates for the Now Weatminater peni- 
tentiary were under discussion, there waa 
no referenco at all to tho proposed inveati(;a. 
tion by Mr. Justice Drake. 

SENATE EXPKNDITUIIES. 

Some interestiuK discussions tako place in 
3 'pply, and it is generally observable that 
Mr. McMullen is to tho foro with his critid 
ibnis of public expenditure. Thia year he 
started after the Senate with a sharp stick 
and some of the information which he fished 
out astonished tho house. Ho had taken 
the trouble of walking through the Senate 
wing and viewing tho nuconimodation. and 
for tho life of him could not understand how 
S.jOO worth of carpets could bo used therein 
a year. If all tho goods purchased for the

In the face of the pronounced temperance

4,28 t penholdora had been purchased at a 
coat of $130, 81 bo.-ins of pens costing $273 ;

Laat but not least 83 
writing desks had cost $424. Fancy all 
these articles purchased for the use of 76 
Sanators !

'McMnllen'a ambition lay. Tho house laugh-

fer him (Mr. MoMuUen, in the Senate rather 
than in tbe Commona. ', 

Ihe'feM-fnf mliunitv'w^^^ has devastat- 
ed the Valley, .of the Fraarr has awakened 
the wldeBt aymyatby in EMtern Canada. 
For two Off t^ree days not a word reach- 
ed thia aeoticn of Canada from British Co- 
lumbia. Presently, however, telegrams be- 
gan to dribble east via Seattle, and it is only 
today that the full force of the ravogea of 
the storm has hocome known. Tho first 
mail from the West in five days, was deliv- 
ered in Ottawa this afternoon. The calam- 
ity whioh has ooourrod in British Columbia 
has never been paralleled in Eastern Cana- 
da. It is safe to eny also, that tho 
weather which we, in thu E^at have bean 
enjoying (?) during the pnat two weeks ia 
also unparalleled.

Good Work of tlie Govermiieut in the 
Fraser Valley-Col, Baker's 
Flans. 



What is Most Needed by the Dis- 
tressed Settlers— Flood 
Notes. 



Hon. Col. Baker, who is personally direct- 
ing tho government relief operations in the 
llnoded districts of the Fraser, paid Victoria 
n Hying viait on Suuday night, remaining at 
I'.omo until yesterday evening in. order to 
clear up some businesa, tho balance of the 
seed supply not yot having arrived at Weat- 
minater. It ia hoped to have all tho seed, 
about five hundred tons inclusive of pota- 
toes, distributed within tho next ton days. 
Already soma six'y tons of seed haa been 
got to Chilli ivack, from which point it ia now 
being distributed and sown on fields which a 
few days ago were deep under water. The 
water has fallen fully five feet during tho 
week just olosud, and ia still going down 
rapidly. 

More seed will arrive at Westminster to- 
night, and the work of carrying it to the 
distributing points- will commence to mor- 
row. Means have been taken to thoroughly 
check the distribution of aeed, by means of 
tho distributors and the reeves of tho muni- 
cipalities. In aomo cases excessive demands 
havo been made, but of course have. not been 
acceded to. 

The report in the Columbian of last Fri- 
day aa to the inferior qoality of hay and 
seed diatributed. Col. Bakor denounoes as 
utterly and absolutely false. On .the con- 
trary, the 'farmers everywhere express 
themaelves as thoroughly satisfied. 

There are about fifteen families in all who 
require food supplies, and they are being 
attended to by the government just as 
quickly aa can bo. What ia most required 
liy the poorer olasa of farmers at preaent is 
barbed wire fencing, and if the relief com- 
mitteoa could provide it for them it would 
be li greot boon. It ia easily carried in rolls 
and could be distribuwd judicioualy through 
tho reovea and diatributora. . Of course it 
must bo limited to afeyr in each sootion of 
tho country. 

The people all through the flood area, the 
busy colonel reports, show a hravo Bpirit 
under their severe losses, and are ready and 
anxious to buckle to tho work ahead in order 
to retrieve aa much of their destroyed prop- 
erty as possible aa poon aa the waters aub- 
aide. All are locking frrward for aonio 
definite 'information cs to a dyking aohtmo 
tor the whole di8trio^, so as to protect it and 
themselvea lor the future, and if thia can be 
given there is little doubt very few indeed 
will leave their hotpsa. A good harvest 
next year, which ia almost a certainty, will 
in a great measure cause them to forget their 
preaent losses, 

A SUOHT RrSB IN THE FBASEE. 

New Westmikster, June 18.— (Special) 
— Tha river ceased to fall at Katz Landing, 
last nighc, and to-day the water waa station- 
ary at Yale. Tho river roso an inch during 
the night. It is not expected, however, that 
the freshet will again assume serious pro- 
portions. The water hero receded fully six 
foot from high water mark at all points be- 
tween Langley and Popoum, and the plow- 
ing and seeding of lunda covered by tho 
Hood has commenced in various sections. If 
favored with fine weather the farmers will 
have a large area under orop by the end of 
tho week. Steamers will leave to-morrow 
with seed for those requiring it. 

Advices from the Similkameen country 
are to tho ctreot that there too the sivollcn 
rivera and streams have caused considerable 
damage. All the bridj.es and trtstles on 
the Hope trail have been carried away, 
while fields in orop have been inundated 
and detached farm buildinga auffared minor 
njury.

■Davie, having now spolton for nearly an 
hour, paid ho foared he had -detained the 
audienrjo at too great length, and ho would 
therefore say in conclusion that not only in 
thia city but throughoct tho Province he hud 
in every place been gratified with 
the hearing accorded hiin 'during 
tliis campaign. On tbo Mainland tho pei 
plo are told by tho oppoaition thut 'lie 
ernnient have uo chance except in -Vict-nri 
and hero only booauee of the now parJiiuiu iti 
buildings, but ho could truthfully and feiir- 
lesaly say that it is not alouo on Vancouver 
'Island that tho government are strong, for 
thoy are supported by tho good sense of tlie 
whole country from Cariboo to "Kootenay. 
('Great applauae.) Wlien'ho said thia upon 
the Mainland the statement was received 
with responsive ciieers, though at tho same 
'time there were some bissca and groans from 
'the few called the olaquera who wished to 
iprovent the truth from coming out. He 
was going to morrow 'to Vancouver to ad- 
■ dress a meetinf; there-r— 

A Voice—" Tell oia aproethiog about the 
•Chinese ! " 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Von want to heor somo- 
thing about the Chinese'! Well, I can tell 
you that I have been ;ju8t aS' consistent on 
that matter aa tho leuiler of the opposition 
has been. I have been more consisteat than 
Mr. Forater, whose record I have looked up 
and will give you, as abown on the votes. 

A Foioe (like Arthur Button's)— "Tell us 
what Turner did 3" 

Hon. Mr.'Bavie — "1 expect be can tell 
you that himself. -(Applauae,)) I can aay, 
however, that if yon have as good a 
raoord ' when you are as old as 
he it will be a good thing 
' for yon !" (Great and prolonged applause,'] 
Mr. Bavie continued that he bad taken the 
true way of dealing with the Chinese evil, 
by trying to prevent the Chinese from com- 
ing to this ooantry ; and one of the first 
measurea he had lotroduoed was a Chinese 
reatriotion act principally drawn by himself. 
This was unfortunately held to be unconsti- 
tutional. Then a Royal oomnjisaion was 
appointed, and after strong solicitation on 
the part cf the Provincial eovornment a tux 
was imposed vpon all Chinamen entering 
tho country, and the evil was to that extent 
diniiniahed. Whenever a practicable mea 
euro of thia nature had been introduced ho 
had voted for it, though ho had felt 
bound to vote againsD some ami- 
Chinese propositions so absurd that 
he know they would not bo allowed by tho 
Dominion government to become law. In 
tho matter of private bills, liowevor, ho ha'd 
felt that to prohibit tho employment of 
Chinese was not tho proper way to deal 
with the matter. But ho wished to refer, 
as promised, to the record of Mr. Foister, 
and to state first of all that ho had been in- 
correct in stating that that gentleman had 
voted against all anti-Chioeso propositions 
up to the close of the session of 189Z, for he 
found that it was in the middle of that ses- 

- lion that he had changed his vote, Mr. 
Forster voted on the 5th of February, 1801, 
agalnat the motion made by Mr. fioaven, 

.seconded by Br. Milne, to excludo Chinese 
from oonatrjuotien work on the Westminster 
and Vanoonver railway and the Weatrain- 
ster street railway ; the following day 
he shirked .the vote on Mr. 

- Beaven " and Mr. -MoKenzfe's ' motion' 
to prohibit their Working on the New Weat-l 
miustec and Bttrrard 'lolet telephone lias.;' 
. he failed'to record this vote -on the matter.inf 
Oioneotion with -the British. Colambiai 
Bykinf; and Improvement works.; theaame 
day voted againat Mr. MoKenzie'a motion 
to prohibit the employment of Chinese on 
the Burrard Inlet and Fraser Valley Rail- 
way ; ond his action was tho same with re- 
spect to the Crow's Keat and Kootenay and 
the Nelson and Fort Sheppard railways. No 
moru are any of tho opposition consistent, 
and he would aak how mucli better off would 
thoao ho who iij^itato this (juoation, with the 
opposition than with tho government. Mr. 
Sword for inatauco hna pronounced him- 
aelf against anti-Chinoao legislation. Thej 
(tho opposition) iiro abaolutoly devoid of 
the governmeni'a virtues, and if tho gov- 
ernment have any vices tho opposition have 
them as well. (Great applauae ) 

Tho Chairman announced it to be hia 
pleasuro and duty to introduce the four oan- 
tlidatoa for political honors in thia city — 
Moaars, Rithot, Holmokon, Bradou aud 
Turner, whom ho would call upon in that 
order. 

Hon. Mr. Davie again coming forward 
said ho had just been reminded of a subject 
upon which, with tho permission of tho 
chair, he would say a fow words. Ho re- 
ferred to the British PaolSo railway. He 
'bad only thia to aay here as in other parte 
of the Province that ao far no busineea 
proposition has been 'laid before the govern- 
ment. : I Wben such a proposition ia laid 
before them it will have their motb 
carafnl consideration. He saw it reported 
th*t Hon. Mr. Yernon. had said that the 
pcomotera'of the railway bad submitted no 
propoaltfon of any kind, but he rather 
thought that, he had not been correctly re- 
ported. In the legislature there had been a 
letter read by himself (Mr. Djivie) aekii g for 
a guarantee of intoreat on §15,000 a mile for 
400 miles, making altogether §G,(W0,O0O, at 
four per cent, for 25 years. Hia explanation 
in regard to tho Nakusp & Slooan Railway 
showed what such a guarantee of interest 
would mean — the eaorifioo of upwards of 
SI ,01)0,000 upon the bonds. Ho, therefore, 
said that tho proposition ho had mentioned 
was not a business ono. When a buaineaa 
proposition is submitted ho will bo glad to 
hear it. Tho promoters must, however, 
pliico before tho government a proposition 
which will commend itself to sensible men ; 
and when they do so the government will be 
prepared tn consider It. (Applause ) 

Mr, R. P. Rithet oame forwiird amidst 
great applause, and having acknowledged 
thia he said ho was afraid he had to-night 
undertaken a greater task than be would 
be able to carry out with aatiafaotlon to 
himself in attempting to intereat ao large 
an sndiesce. He had always felt ratbtr 



"^'^ .<(i.8 hbouo this part of th'j position 
".nlo.^j at the rttjuest of many it'ducntial 
ol^'izens he had thought it '.lie duty to 
assume. (Laughter and oiyptouse, ) He 
had read in tho proaa thr.t JJr. Arthur 
Duttou, ouo of the oppoB'.tion oaudidatee, 
had aaid that ho (Mr. Ri'jhet'; had a preat 
deal of " nervo " to pay workingmen a 
day aavl then lo »ok for thtrir votes, but ho 
wished to say now, Ijowever, that under 
the same circTitmstano'jtt 'fee would have th^i 
nerve" to do . 1,0 again. (Applauae.) 
All would remowber the condition ot 
affairs at t'ae ;beginning of the year, 
when manymen were out of omptoymeut 
and some rutber'ortravaoi^Ant atoriea were in 
circulation aa to the'distress said to exist in 
oonaequeoce. A lot of prominent oltizens 
m*t aa a'counmitt«c to consider -Vhat could 
be done to give immediate relief, and as ono 
of that c'jmniittee he undertook to provide 
labor for twenty men. 1 (Appla'jse.) He did 
not have the reaponaibllity of'tixing the rate 
of wages, whioh waa determined on by tho 
coitnaittee.; bnt he had almply fallen in with 
thecr action. 'Se believed that those who 
got the money appreciated hia action in the 
matter. • (Great applause)) .' The man who 
had said thia againut him claimed to bo a 
workingman — a representative of the work- 
ingmen ; hia (Mr. Rlthet's) ideal working- 
tnun, however, is too proud to bei; and too 
'honest to steal, and he had therefore 
when appealed to ^given a number 
of tho unemployed men' an oppor- 
tunity to boneatly earn a few dollars, 
(Applauao. ) Ho oonaidered that anyone 
who advised workingmen to oppose thoni- 
solvbs to Capital is thoir enemy. Hia ad- 
vice to them ia to do nothing of tho kind ; 
that they are probably so advised from a 
fiolfiflh motivo on tho part of the giver; and 
ho would look with suspicion on the man 
who bdviutd anyihing of tho kind. He 
would r-.»i-hL'r any, " I'aku tho heat wages 
you cun get, and hide the time when your 
;my Will he b.itlor and nioro satisfactory." 
(App^uuso ) Thia would bo much more 
honorable, straightforward and workman- 
like than to refuse to work when li man 
'knew thi'-t l-ie libor would not produce more 
than ho would ho getting. Ho came before 
the electors of Victoria to ask their suCfrage 
aa a supporter of the Davio government, 
and 'f elected ho would do everything 
in hia power to aid them in carry- 
ing out a liberal policy in tho in- 
terest of tho country. (Applauae.) 
It would bo his first cars to sos that the io- 
torests of Victoria were carefully looked 
after, while tho other portions of the country 
were also cared for as they deserve. Any 
policy which would make thia what it ought 
to be — the first -Province in tho Dominion in 
morchandise, mining and commerce gener- 
ally, ho would endeavor to support. Ho 
considered It necessary to outlino a larger 
and broader policy than has heretofore been 
adopted. The aottlomentof tho lauds of tho 
country is one of the principal things 
which should occupy the attention of any 
government. In this connection he wished 
to say that it; aeamed to, him a matter for 
regret that the tendency of. rijcent settlors 
has been to congregate in the cities rather 
than CO place themselves open tbe agrloul- 
tural lands of the country. 'Whether this 
has been altogether the fault of tbe settlers 
or not ho could not say, but if elected ho 
would take the first opportunity to look into 
the matter. (Applauae ) All are aware of 
the groat calamity whiob has befallen the 
sottloments along the Fraser rfver, and thia 
has brought into prominencfl the necessity of 
doing wbattver can be done for preventing 
tho repetition of such a diaus'or. The chiut 
responsibility is perhaps on tho Dominion 
government, but it is c.early the duty of tho 
t'rovinoial government to call the attention 
of the Dominiou to tho matter, and ho would 
apsist in this respect to tho biat 
of hia abilit.y. Aa to railways, they are a 
(iret neceBsiry In any country which, like 
Britiah Columbia, ia large in erctent 
difficult of aocess, t»nd limited in 
population and immediate reaourcea. 
Any railway undertaken by thi 
Province should have for ita object tho 
greateat good to the greateat numbor— it 
should be in tho direction to do tho mott 
good, and produce the aetielment of I he 
o-juntry through whioh it may be carried 
If British C(dumbia is to bo developed it 
will be necessary to undertake a good many 
roads, to open up not only iho lalmd 
Vancouver and the northern part of tho 
Mainland, but also the southern part. This 
would require a good deal of responiibiliiy 
in the shape of borrowing money, and al- 
though their friend the Premier had to 
night shown himself to be of a rather 
economical turn, ho felt sure 
Hon. Mr. Davie was in tune with 
him In his general views on this subjtot, 
The point to be considered is not so much 
the amount of the debt as the value of the 
money to tlte,Frovince as a reproductive In 
vestment, profitable in the development of 
the country. There was one proposed rail- 
way in whioh he had been much interested, 
in connection with which he had spent much 
time, and of which theyno doubt wished to 
hoar him apeak — theCanada Western enter- 
prise. He rtigretted that It had taken so 
long to Hcuomplish this project, for it would 
bo a very great thing for tho Province if it 
could be accomplished on buaineaa linea. 
(Applauae.) It was undoubtedly one of tho 
things which must be brought about before 
tho settleniont of British Columbia could 
progress aa either thoao ho addressed or ho 
himaelf would wish, (Applauao ) Tho 
road ho considered au ubanlute 
necesaity to give access to tho most valuable 
agricultural part of the Province, to tho 
most valuable mineral region, to tho moat 
valuable — aa wo are given to understand — 
wheat producing country, towards tho 
Peace River diatrict. This railway is not a 
matter of importance for merely Victoria or 
■Vancouver Islaad, but it ia for the whole of 
British Columbia one of tho most Important 
enterprises ever brought before the publio 
If the promoters should sucoeod in getting 
the proposition into tho shape they desired, 
ho thought it would commend itself not 
only to Vancouver Island, but to Vancou- 
ver, to Weatminafer, to Vernon, and indeed 
to tbe Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
whose line has been of immense service in 
its way, ba^ has been brought through 
a country in great part almost 
ueoless for settlement. One of 
tho objects of railway promoters and one 
of the conditions necessary to the prosperity 
( fauch enterprises is to'have lai^ge oom- 
Uiunltios at either end, and also aettlenionts 
all along the country through whioh thoy 
pass. If there wore another routo through 
British Columbia hy the way it h propooed 
to take tho Canada Western, ho boheved 
that in five, or at most ten years, the reaulL 
would bo to double or probably to treble 
tho population in British Columbia — not 
alone in Victoria and in Vancouver, but 
throughoui tho whole Province. It would 
then bo the case that tho bueintsi. 
noiv loo small for one road, would be lar^e 
enough for two. (Applause,) It is m t 
neneaaary to go far for an Illustration cf th a 
point, for thn neighboring country ahoiu 
Pugot Sound furnishes an example. Thtie 
until a fow years ogo the settlement waa 
small, tho cities being little, if anything, 
larger than 'V/otoria. Now there wera four 
groat railwaya terminating at difftrnt 
points in that diatrict, which has the citieu 
of lacoma, Seattle and Portland, each 
one as large ns Victoria and 'Vancouver onm- 
bined. He took It that it is largely because 



the railways have been built that the de- 
velopment cf tho Puget Sound country haa 
been larp^sr than that of Britiah Columlia 
(appUu .6), and that a liberal ard at tlio 
same t .mu prudent polioy of railway build^ 
log in 'British Columbia would produce cor- 
resp jnding rasul's It is petfcotly true, aa 
ota'^od by Mr. Davie, that no proposition 
ho d been laid btfore the government save 
tijo one tho Premier had referred to. The 
reason is I hit the Company are not quite 
ready. If thiy gee tho suliema in 
tho rtquind shape, or if not in 
exactly that shape in anything liko 
busmesa form, they will before taking 
the recpdnaibidty of decisivo actlou 
submit it to the government aud tq the pub 
lio, and let them decide in tho matter. He 
would, under the c rcumatancua, ask the 
public to be as patient aa they can, because 
In an undertaking such as this more can be 
acconipliahed by taking things quietly than 
by unduly pressing the matter. When the 
time for action comes, they might rely upon 
him that they w9uld be advised fully and 
properly.. .i(Applause.} , He lelt convinced 
that Willi ^respect tOt this 'enterprise Hon. 
Mr. V.erhbh had nob nged the' vrords at- 
tributed •;,to';, , him: /ia, newspaper 
report,. -.for tKat gentleman, baa too 
much cemmon sense to refer to .such a pro 
position — baaked up .. aa .' this .. is by the 
promlae of a land grant from Uie legislature 
— as !4 humbug. It. never was a humbug, 
ha declared ; it waa never Intended to bo a 
humbug ; and when the time 'oame hu felt 
confident the m'otter would ba aa carefully 
considered by Mr. Vernon and the other 
members of the government as ita great im 
portance dcaerves. (Applause.) 

Mr. Rithot in concluaion said he hoped 
to bo favored with the vote of everyone who 
considers him lit for the position ho sought 
to oocupy. Ho ueUed those who voted for 
him to vote for tho whole four candidates 
who were on tho government side ; and he 
hoped thoao who favor that party will not 
commit tho very grave error ol tplitting 
their votes. (Great applauao. ) 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmoken was greeted with 
groat enthusiasm when ho oame forward to 
speak. Ho was not, ho said, egotistical 
enough to think that tho applause was intend- 
ed for him porsnnally, being for the prlncl 
plea ho was supporting and the government 
in whoso interest ho had tho honor to appear 
buforo the electors (great applause). Many 
years ago ho had .aa a boy been sent out 
astride of a pony into tho country to can- 
vass for eleoticns, and that oarly training 
had stood him in good stood, and he had 
nlwaya taken a keen interest in politi 
cal matters over sinuo, it seemed 
indeed to him that it was tbe duty of every 
citizen when called upon to do ao, to put 
himaelf at hia country's call and to go and 
do tho beat he could for the fitly he ropre 
scnted, (Applsnia ) He wished to aay in 
the drat place that be waa heartily Inacooi'd 
with the polioy of the present government. 
(Applause.) He thoroughly believed in tbe 
land and railway policy that Mr. Rtthet 
had spoken of. (Applause,) He noticed that 
in politica there were many tbioga that 
ahould be remedied, Politica waa <> science 
and he believed ought to bo the pursuit of 
every high-minded and intelligent man 
Properly carried out politica would conduce 
to tho development of tho country and 
to the benefit ot society at large. As to the 
matters ho wanted to see corrected, he 
would first deal with the relationship exist- 
ing between landlord aud tenant. In Vic- 
toria, for instance, no doubt there wore t 
number of good-naturi d landlords who al 
lowed tenant a fall considerably in arrears for 
their rent. These tenants had established 
trade with various trad«8inen, bought fur- 
niture and other gooda from them, perhaps, 
on credit. All at onco the landlord, tired 
of -(vaiting, sat right down on everything 
and seized what was iu the house. 
Then if tho furniture man did not 
e'ttlo with tho landlord, he would find 
himself minus his furniture and the other 
tradesmen might possibly be la tbo same 
fix. The remedy for this, bo thought, was 
that the landlord should only be allowed a 
certain time to collect for aroars, and after 
that to take his chances with the other 
creditors. (Applause.) Then the Mechan- 
ics Lieu act had got into suoh a etato tint 
it waa almost unworkable. It was a good 
thing for the lawyers no doubt. (L^ugh. 
tor. ) 'It ahonld be put on a proper footing 
so that the workingman, . the person for 
whose 1>eaefit the' aoc was; intended, could 
got the advantage of It; .,Xhen the owner 
in glviog oat oontra.bta sboatd see if ])ua- 
sib'ie that the contractor was not get.iug 
tho work at a figure at. which he could 
not execute it. If he (Mr; HelDiokec) was 
elected, he would go into the matter 
and have a remedial bill brought 
before tho house at ita first ses- 
sion. (Great applause.) Then there 
was the 'rhieo .Mentha' Pn ference act. It 
turned out quito frecjtiently that clerks and 
other employes were unublo to got iho three 
n.onthh' wages provided for by tho act, as 
tho debtor's stock wua covered perhaps by 
two or three chattel inorigiges. It would 
he hia object to extend tho act ao that tho 
omployea might get ttioir wages in full out 
of any usBtua lo.li/.nd. (.'\pplauae.) The 
polioy of iho present government hud been 
ao ably gone over by the Premier that 
it waa not uoce«aary for him to deal with 
it further. Ho would say, however, 
that bo waa heartily in sympathy with 
tho government, and hoped that tho 
peoplo of Vi:;toria would uao every endeavor 
to return at tho coming elections tho four 
gentlemen who represented tho principles of 
the govein nent— a government whioh he 
waa happy to call the goverhtiient 'of 'prb- 
grcfls. (Applauao.) 

Mr, John Braden was accorded a very 
hearty reception hy tho audionoe. Though 
unfortunately sufTersng 'from a aick head- 
ache, and not being in a condition to make a 
speech, yet there were aome things ho would 
like to call attention to. 'i'his day ho might 
mention — tholS h tjf Juno— was tho anni- 
versary of tho battle of Waterloo, and he 
hoped on July 7 to seo tho forces of tho 
oppoaition in full retreat and tho govorn- 
mont forces victorious. (Applaupo) Wheu 
ho came to Victoria soveuteon years ago, ho 
had been very careful in taking a sido in 
politica, but when hia ohoico had 
boon fixed he had remained on 
the sumo aide ever ainou. (Applauae.) 
The constant aim of tbe present government 
had been the prosperity of tho country, and 
though their opponeuta had time, and agaln 
tried to show them guilty of mi\l-adminiaira- 
t io n an d wroDg.doing not in one sihgle f hataiioe 
had they been able to'^'do so. (Great ap- 



plauaa.) The public know how the Slooan 
buaineaa had turned out for Instance, when 
it namti befaro the judges. Why, not a sin- 
gle member of the opposition hati even dared 
to try and make an accuaation before the 
oommiaaion. (AppHkuar.) Turning then to 
tho worfeingraan Mr. Bradon showed how 
the government had worked iu his best in- 
tercsts^and proved themselves hia true frionda 
.and worthy of his support. (Applause) Ho 
was, ho said, opposed to alien contractors 
being allowed to oomo hero and take con- 
tracts, aa illustrated in tho matter of 
the city sowers. That work should 
have been lot to eight or ten men at leSat, 
so that Victoria's unemployed miglit have 
got tho work. He thought that at tho n<xt 
session the nvil ho had spoken of would bo 
stopped. (Applauae ) Ho was an advocate 
,of eight houra for a day's labor, (Applause.) 
Four yeara ago he had beon invited to a 
bricklayers' reunion and had then advocated 
eight houra a day — and In fact bad alwaya 
dune 90. He had alao .'advocated the half 
day holiday on Saturday, and had carried It 
out In hia own ' eatablibhment, and thongb 
some had opposed ' it, he had'ooboln'ded to' 
otoae his own place. He had called his liien 
together and. put the -matter before them, 
and to make uptor'the.Balf day they lost he 
raised their wa'gba frbni' $3 60 to $i a day. 
The consequence was that.'h'e;gikiDed instead 
of lost, the men worklrg hafder,'ah'd^he'sobn 
could got tbe very bosii' men -'tb' [work 
for him. Then the other'festBbllsh'm'euts 
in his line followed hia'.'examplel'^and' now 
there waa only one store of the kind in the 
city that did not have the Saturday half 
holiday and that was an oppoaition ouc, 
(Applause and laughter ) He had heard a 
great deal about the SI a day racket — that 
men had been ofToied tho ono dollar rate for 
work last winter. Vv'cll the truth was the 
work was tijado for tho men then unaljle to 
get employment, and it surely was better to 
got SI a day than to starve. Mr Bsaven 
posed ns a friend of tho working 
man, but who waa it that raised 
tho qualification for a voter in tho city 
from $50 to JlOO and raised the money 
qualification for Alderman and Mayor, It 
waa that gentleman himaelf ; that waa tbe 
way Mr, Beaven acted as tho workingman's 
friend. For hia part ho (Mr. Bradon), 
could not see how tho working- 
man could vote for a man like 
that. Aa to thn Chinamen, he 
believed that those coming here should bo 
quarantined for two weeks at William 
Head before being permitted to land, and 
thorouijhly ecrubbed. In conclusion Mr, 
Braden hoped that on July 7 tho electors 
would vote for the prescat government ond 
for the beet interests of B.C. (Applause) 
Id reply to a question from the audience, 
if he waa in favor of tbe eight hour system 
beiog in foroe in the Lands and Works de- 
partment, Mr. Brad.en replied, cortainly he 
was. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, finance minister, waa 
cheered loudly aa ho camo forward in 
reeponao to the calls of tho audience. Ho 
had been struck by tho remarks of Mr. Wil- 
son, tho chairman of tho opposition meeting 
last Monday night. That gotleman had 
said that reports had been circulated of an 
invidious charao:er as to the Intentions of 
tho government — a bait had been hung out 
to catch people's votes ; a glittering decoy 
whioh some high In authority in the adminis- 
tration just going out oalled a great hum- 
bug; and earnestly warned tho working men 
not to be "gulled." He (Mr. Turner) trusted 
the workingmen would not be gulled. Ho 
knew enough of Mr. Wilson to know that 
the workingmen would not be gulled by 
anything that gentleman might aay. Mr. 
."Vilson indeed greatly resembled the 
Athenians of old who did nothing else bat 
" to toll or to hear something new." They 
knew that there were parties always look 
ing out for something '* new " in the way of 
gossip, and when they repeated tho story 
always added aomethiog to it. He had 
known Mr. Wilson for many years, and was 
sure that In retelling his " news " he never 
took anything -from it. Mr. Wilson had 
spoken of " a brilliant decry held out for 
the woiklngmen of Victoria." What did 
that mean? Did it mean that tho gov- 
Ornment were givii tc as much em- 
ployment to the workingmen aa posiiblo ? 
Well, if this was the decoy tho gcvcrnmrnt 
would bow to tho soft impeachment. (Ap- 
plauae ) Then Mr, }-!eaven at tho opposition 
meeting paid oonaideruble attention to ilr. 
Davio. He usually did. Mr. Beaven had 
referred to what he called the unlovely 
trait in Mr. Davie's character j when 
campaigning only giving so much of 
of an opponent's history and policy as suited 
him. That was highly amusing from Mr. 
Beaven, tho tnnu who in tho house boars the 
reputation of at all times telling only half 
truths, that ia to aay in anything done by 
tho government. Mr. Beaven could say half 
tho truth butter than any man in the Prov- 
ince todi vert from thereoland complete truth. 
Mr. Beaven tbe other night also said that 
thn expenditure for the last five years, from 
18S8 to 1893 inclusive, waa aome two million 
dollars in excess bf the revenue. Referring 
to these years It could at once be seen hon 
correct the leader of ' tbo opposition was, 
Th: ordinary revenue was as follows :

Thus showing an expenditure in exoefa 
of revenue of $1,220,977, and thia expendi- 
ture Included all that of an extraordinary 
nature on roada, streets, bridges, public 
works and surveys made from tho loano that 
wore raised for that purpoao. That waa tho 
ordinary revenue, but tho cxponditure in- 
cluded the extraordinary expenditure. It 
will bo obaorvcd Mr. Boavoii just said ao 
much of tho truth as to load people to be- 
lieve what waa not rorreot. Tho im- 
preaaiou ho loft was tho enormous 
amount of oxpcndituro ovor revenue. Of 
courao ho had seated this wrongly. Ho hjvd 
aaid two millions, where it was, aa juat 
shown, lets than a million and a quarter, A 
matter of throo^ quarters of a minion in five 
millions was uotning to Mr. Bsaven. Mr. 
Beaven did not state that It was urged upon 
the^govornment that) thia large expenditure 
be made for the purpose'.of . aurveya, build- 
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log roada and opening up the oonntry. In 
□ruer to efifeot this the govemmont wm 
uaked to borrow money /and expend it oh 
neceBsary Works. The govismnient^ there* 
fore, were anthofiz^ to ' borrow in 
thoao youra S2,000rb00. This amount 
must bo added to the revenue 
during tho five yearp, and thna it will be 
Been in a very different light, for tho rovonue 
with thia expenditure waa considerably 
larger than the expenditure. The point he 
wished to make was to ahow how honestly 
and transparently Mr. Boavcn treated his 
oppoDonts ! (Laughter and applauao. ) Mr. 
Beaven only told a half truth and then made 
a mistake oven in that. Then Mr. rJoaven 
said, ." Look at the eatinfatea — out §400,000 
in five yearo." What waa thia inaccuracy on 1 
They were aware that tho oatimatea were 
made about February for the year oom- 
mencing July 1, following ; that ia, they 
were made from five to aoventeon montho 
ahead of time. Then tbo prob ibilitioa all 
over the country have to bo taken uooount 
of, from here to Kootenay, far off Cariboo 
aud Caesiar. Look at the incessant changes 
taking pluco in Kooteniy for e:camplo. 
Largo numbera of minora were oomiog and 
going, bridgea were wanted here or a con- 
Btablo there, and all these necessitated ex- 
cessive expenditure. Well, in all thin Mr. 
Beaven said the estimates were out $400,- 
000 in fivo yeara. This was rather amus- 
ing, after that gentleman's statement with re- 
spect toexpondituroand revenue. There was 
aomo excuse tor making inoorreot eatimatea, 
but it was certainly inexcaaable for Mr. 
Beaven to make incorrect statementa' of 
actual figurea taken from tbe publio ao- 
counts. (Applauae.) Thia method of mis- 
c| noting had been pursued in thO: house by 
the opposition. They had made bsseleea 
charges they could not prove and had tried 
to make pnt that roembera .of the govern - 
mont were penonally oorrnpt. , That was 
no sort of atateamanship. Tho ulec- 
tors did not want that. What they wanted 
for their niembera to bring in legisla- 
tion for the Rood of the Province, not to tra- 
duce tho pooplo cirrying on tho govornmont. 
Another matter referred to by Mr' Baaven 
at the opposition meeting waa that of con- 
version. He had stated that tho finance 
ministera had mado woful blunders aud 
much lame calculating, rosulling in vaat 
sums being thrown away in converting 
the loans. Coneidbr this ounversion matter. 
Tho object for the conversion sohemo was 
not witti tho expectation of directly saving 
money by tho act - of itself, but to 
improve the credit of tho coun- 
try by plauing our Provincial loans in 
auoh a position on the London market that 
they would be regularly dealt in and so have 
an actual and not a nominal value. When 
it was decided to borrow money for publio 
works, it was- found that the provincial 
debt stood in a very .bad poaition on the 
London market. There woro really two 
loans before oonToraion, ono a G per cent, 
and ono a 4h por cent., besides another small 
ono hardly worth coosideriag now. The 
two loans were nominally quoted on 
tho market, but as a faot were really 
almost unknown, and were - never dealt 
in. In order to " anive at tho 
real<va|ae of an investment it la neoessary 
that It be bought and lold to get at tho 
a&tnal value and* to Irnow at what rate you 
oan borrow, moneys In ' the old . way the 
Provinoe oould not borrow at less than 4 or 
4^ por cent,, but '.after, taking- the best ud- 
vicu it was resolved to attempt a loan at 
per cent., and to do this' to change tho in- 
vestments by putting them in the form of 
inscribed stock. This insoribed stock is the 
favorito form of investment in London, the 
British government to a certain extent 
overlooking tho matter. No stock can bo 
inscribed except of a certain stacding. 
The effect of this conversion was to oni^blo 
British Columbia to iisuea 3 percent, loan 
at a very good price and thus fix tho credit 
of the Province at 11 very high point, ao 
that any further money that may have to bo 
borrowed may bo got at a cost of not more 
than about ;!.]■ per cent. — at that time it was 
about .'iJi per cent. Of course thia is in ad- 
dition to tho paying olT of principal, which 
is clleotod by rlio payment of 1 por cent, por 
annum for 50 years. Thia amount of 1 
per cent, pays off principal and bonus. 
It was never expected to make money out 
of the change itself, but to get the credit of 



thti '.'Provinoe in such a shape that ever 
after the country would save money. And- 
»e have arrived at that by tho niuaua then 
-taken. (Applauae). As a matter of fact 
however it had already proved a saving,, 
the remittances required for interest and 
sinking fund being less, arid there was to 
the good the sinking funds of the part of 
tho loans converted some $1, 'JO, COO. Of 
course had the whole of tho 1877 
and 1887 loans been converted there 
would be some $450,000 for immediate 
use. (Applause ) Tho fact however that 
tho whole of the loans was not converted 
proved conclusively that the government 
had not, as some people said, olFered toO' 
high a price for them. Ho hud seen in the 
Newa-Advertiser the other day an article 
to the effect that too much waa offered. 
The price first offered was 145 for the 6 per 
cent, and 130 for tho 4i per cent. It had ' 
since been reduced to 140 and I'Jy respect. 
ively, that is to say, for §100 of tho 6 per- 
cent, loan the Province gave §145 of the 
3 per cent, due in 50 yeara. With re- 
spect to the standing of the Prov- 
ince he might say that , to-day the- 
infcribod Btook of British Columbia 
stands at 92^, the highest next to Ceyloni. 
Mr. Turner next wont . into tho Nakusp . fe- 
Slocan railway question, pointing out the 
saving by the now plan to the Provinoe,.. 
even taking tbe figures .-.of. the' oppoBitliin. 
them elves aa the. b wis of argument. 
Referring to the oppoaition candidates, Mr. 
Turner ahowecl that the bbief bill brought 
in by Dr. Milne was to protect the doctors, 
and another was to put in force an old Sunday 
law with absurd provisions to the 
effect that no person below the rank 
of gentleman could do certain 
things on Sunday. Mr. Cuneron was a 
very estimable young man, but the single 
tax waa hardly ono that tho Province could 
afford to expariment with for fear that it 
might ho jumping from the frv'ng-j)nu into 
the fire. As for Mr. 'l)jt-on. he 
virtually^ in hia uddrees luhnittCLi that moct 
of the things tho covornnient hnvo iluiio are 
good. In conclusion Mr. Turner touched 
upon the subject of capital and li-.bor, point- 
ing out that the government's aim was 
to bring these two great forces to- 
Bothor and to help build up tho 
provinoe. Ho adviaod the electora to bo 
oaroful of thoir votes and to stand up for 
Kritsh Columbia and those who would most 
advance ita interests. (Great applause.) 

This was the last speec'i, tiie meeting' 
oloeing at midnight with a vote of thanks to- 
tho chair. 

A meeting of the electors of .South Vic- 
toria district waa held last; ovoning at Straw- 
berry Vale, there being a largo attendance 
of intoroatod voters anxious to hoar the- 
Bovcral candidates expreas themsoivea on the 
issues of the day. Mr. Chandler, by whom, 
tho meeting had been called, waa the' first - 
epeaker, and was followed by MK' Eberts,, ' 
who met with a , , most ' cordial ' ' reoep* 
tioD, and was in turn' - foIlowed'''Iby 
Mr. J. W. Carey. Tho meeting was very ' 
o'rderlyand Harmonious, and the go6d.pointa< 
scored were liberally applauded.
